Today’s emphasis, however, 
was on mourning, not internation- 
al affairs. 

Efforts were underway to 
squeeze in some further appoint- 
ments with some «f the leaders, 
such as De Gaulle, though the time 1 
was limited. 

De Gaulle, for instance, was 
more or less scheduled to head ■ 
back to Paris tonight. 

But in these swift mqving days 
Johnson had to work business in 
between the hours of mourning. ; 

Sunday he accompanied the : 
Kennedy cortage from the White 5 
House to the Capitol where the 
flag-draped casket was placed in 
state under the dome of the ro- 
tunda. 

Budget Conference 
He also talked over the federal 
budget for next year and held 
a top-level review of the troubled 
South Vietnamese situation. 

Carrying through on an appoint- 
ment originally set up by Kenne- 
dy, Johnson heard a report from 
the U.S. ambassador to Saigon, 
Henry Cabot Lodge. . Sitting in 


were Secretary of State mean 
Rusk, Secretary of Defense Rob- 
ert S. McNamara, Central Intel- 
ligence Director John McCone, 
U.N. Ambassador Adlai E. Steven- 
son and foreign policy adviser 
McGeorge Bundy. 

White House sources subse- 
quently announced that Johnson 
approved this three-point major 
policy directive: 

1. The United States remains 
determined to help South Vietnam 
stamp out the Communist Viet 
Cong. 

2. Still in force is the Kennedy 
objective of withdrawing at least 
1,000 U.S. servicemen from Viet 
Nam by the end of this year, 
and pulling out virtually the whole 
contingent of 16,000 men by Jan- 
uary 1965. 

3. All U.S. personnel in South 
Viet Nam should aid the new, 
post-Diem Saigon government 
“in its consolidation, in its de- 
velopment of public support for 
its policies arid for winning the 
war against the Viet Cong.” 

Get Acquainted 

Meanwhile a Democratic for- 
eign policy leader in the Senate, 
Sen. J. W. Fulbright, chairman 
of the foreign relations commit- 
tee, suggested Johnson should 
have a _ get-acquainted meeting 
with Soviet Premier Khrushchev. 

In a radio-TV interview, the 
Arkansas senator said Johnson 


and Khrushchev “surely are cur-' 
ious about each other, and I think, 
is weU for them to get acquaint- 1 
®~l sa id.the Arkansas' senator. 

The President spent nearly an 
hour m conference late Sunday 
with Budget Director Kermit Gor- 
don on the Federal budget for fis- 
cal 1965, it was disclosed today. 

The White House omitted the 
meeting from its report of John- 
son’s activities on his second full 
day in office, but government 
sources revealed that it took 
place after the President re- 
turned from the ceremonies at 
the Capitol. 

The budget looms among the 
most urgent problems facing the 
new president, for the bureau is 
struggling with an almost unique 
problem. This is the drafting of 
a 1965 budget to be submitted 
by Johnson in January, even 
though Congress has failed so far 
to act on the 1964 budget— the 
money bills for fiscal 1964, al- 
ready five months old. 

The prospect now is for a budget 
slightly larger than this year’s 
estimated $98 billion spending
